SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 


WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any 


male over 18, years old, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Mapitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the district, Entry by 
proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 


Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his Dommecten ‘ok a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain aie 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity, 


In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre. 


Duties.—Six months residence in cach 
of three years after earning homestead 
patent; also 50 acres extra cultivation. 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions, 


A settler who has exhausted his home- 
stead right may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3,600 
per acre. Duties.—Must reside six . 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00,

Thouands of Portraits Have Been 
Taken of the Kaiser - 

Some episodes in the life of the 
German Emperor demonstrate the re- 
markable conceit and self admiration 
of tie Kaiser, A recent article says: 

“Although the Kaiser’s moyemerts 
have of late been of a somewhat hur- 
ried nature, the war lord is travelling 
amongst his troops with the usual dis- 
play of pomp which his inordinate 
vanity prompts on all . occasions 
Wherever he camps, a magnificent 
royal field tent is @rected in which 
a staff of chefs prepare extravagant 
dishes for the royal palate, for the 
Kaiser means to feed himself well, 
although his unfortunate troops often 
have nothing but maize and horse- 
flesh to carry in their knapsacks. A 
fleet of motor cars carry the Hmperor 
and his staff from point to point, and 
a transport car contains a stock of 
uniforms, so that his majesty may 
change his attire as many times as he 
desires. ° 

The Kaiser’s conceit has for years 
provided WKurope with amusemeit. 
There are thousands of different por- 
traits in existence of the German 
Emperor, for he has earned for him- 
self the reputation of being the most- 
photograpned royalty in the world, If 
you were to obtain a close view of 
the Ber.in Butcher, however, you 
would find that he was very different 
in appearance from his phi tograpts. 
His pcrtraits, taken in the uniforms 
of every German order, picture him ag 
u b.g, uaudsome aristocrat, with well 
suaped features. No sign of any 
wrickie appears upon the royal coun- 
tenance, iv crow, feet’ at the eyes, 
ho greyish hair upon his temples. 
he royal pLotographerg take good 
care to re.nove trom vhe photograph 
the ravages of time. They dare sot 
risk the wrath of their conceited cli- 
ent by fuiling to produce u photograph 
woich maxes him appear-to be a unl- 
formed Adonis. “The Kaiser passes all 
portraits which are to be circulated 
amongst the pudlic, and his mailed 
fist fails heavily on tnose prints waich 
are too liie-like. He passes no photo- 
graph waoich in any way reveals tLe 
fact that his left arm is afflicted, or 
that his let; hanu is malofrmed, that 
at t.ble he has to use a ccmoined 
knife and fork, - 

On one occasion the Kaiser, whilst 
saiung near the tamous North Capo 
rock, in Norway, conceived the idea 
of having the name of his’ vessel 
painted on the rock. The royal whim 
was carried cut and the picturesque 
peak converted into the Kaiser's pri- 
vatc billboarding by sprawling letters 
15 feet high spelling out the name 
“Hohengzollern.” It was due to the 
Kaiser's craze to advertise himself 
that tae handsome plate glass win- 
aow of the royal saloon of tae Danish 
state railway had to be removed a 
few years ago. The emperor had 
scratched his name on the curface of 
the glass with a diamond ring and 
disdigured the window that it had to 
be replaced. In Berlin the Kaiser’s 
nanie is perpetually pushed befdre 
the public. Let the emperor shoot a 
stag in one or another of his great 
sporting establishments, and the capi- 
tal is at onze informed of the skill 


Franz Josef, Ascending Throne Amid 
Turmoil, Again Storm Centre in 
Old Age 

Emperor Franz Josef of Austria 
came to the throne at a time when the 
| imperial authority appeared to be 
crumbling before the assaults of de- 
mocracy. Apparently he is going out 
when the empire ig in peril as a con- 
sequence of a too ambitious imperial- 
ism. It is often the case with ta- 
tions as with men that the rapid at- 
tainment of power, wealth and terri- 
tory entails certain elements of weak- 
ness as well as of strength. 

after twenty-three years of war the 
Congress of Vienna in 1815 parcelled 
out European territory with a view 
of undoing the work of Napoleon and 
to restoring a sort of balance of power 
that would insure Austria’s allotment 
| with the provinces of Lombardy and 
Venetia to the crown and Placentia to 
Hapsburg princes. Austria was also 
awarded the Illyrian proviaes, Vene- 
tian Dalmatia the Tyrol, Vorariburg, 
Salzburg, the Inviertel and Hausrucks- 
viertel. Her possession of part of 
Galicia was also confirmed. 

The yoke of Austrian domination fell 
heavily upon the Italian provinces and 
the result was the beginning of the 
United Italy agitation which kept the 
empire in a ferment for half . century. 
The Hungarian and Slavonic people 
also chafed under German domination 
and by 1848 the partition which had 
been designed to insure peace and un- 
disturbed exercise of absolutism came 
very hear exploding all surope and 
substituting democracy for imperial- 
ism. 

Metternich, the master spirit of im- 
perialism, fled for his life. Emperor 
ferdinand did likevise, hiding himself 
in the mountains of Tyrol. He abdict- 
ed the throne in a state of mental pan- 
ic.

Conferences 


The procedure and qualifications up- 
on which naturalization may hereaf- 
ter be secured in Canada is vitally al- 
tered and the status of Canadian nat- 
uralized subjects very greatly increas- 
ed by the Imperial Naturalization Act 
which became effective on January 1, 
in Great Britain, Canada and all of 
the Overseas Dominions which have 
passed the necessary concurrent legis- 
lation. The new regulations are pro- 
mulgated in an order-in-council. 

The new act is the outcome of long 
and repeated discussions at the Im- 
perial Conferences and of subsequent 
negotiations between the British and 
Colenial governments, It was first 
discussed in 1902, when the question 
was raised by Natal. At the last Im- 
perial Conference the basis of the 
new enactment was rxeached, but 
when the bill was drafted certain 
provisions of the old act objectionable 
to the Dominion were found to be left 
in it. Their elimination caused cor- 
respondence and scme delay, but as a 
result of it a very important point is 
conceded in respect to the mainten- 
ance of Dominion autonomy. 

Hereafter a British subject, 
naturalized in Great Britain, will be, 
recognized as naturalized in Canada— 
a matter as to which there has been 
some doubt. This, however, is by 
virtue of the concurred legislation in 
Canada on the subject of naturaliza- 
tion rather than an acceptance of the 
constitutio.al theory that naturaliza- 
tion: in the mother land involves an 
automatic application to all the 
Dominions. 

Under the old act a person to be 
naturalized had to reside in Canada 
tliree years. The new act in its wid- 
er application increases the residential 
qualifications to five years within the 
empire, the last year of which is to 
be in the Dominion, People who have 
been naturalized under the former 
statute do not need to be re-naturaliz- 
ed, but may secure new certificates. 
in cases, however, where the residence 
has not been for five years the certifi- 
cate will be held back until the expira- 
tion of that period, but without prejud- 
ice to any rights they. may have secur- 
ed under the repeafed naturalization 
enactment. ‘ 

A very vital feature of the new law 
is that it extends to the whole em- 
pire, the status of Canadian natur- 
alization. Up to this time the subject 
became naoturalized ‘only in Canada. 
When he went outside, even to Eng- 
land, his naturalization was not re- 
cognized. ' ; 

By a special convention, the United 
States government recognized the 
status of Americans ~naturalized in 
Canada. There was the one excep- 
tion. Hereafter where a peison be- 
comes a naturaiized citizen of Can- 
ada, he acquires all the rights of a 
British subject wherever he may go, 
or his domicile be subsequently lo- 
cated. The limited naturalization, how- 
ever, will be maintained. It will be 
possible still for a person -vho has 
resided in Canada only three years 
to be naturalized, but his certificate 
will hold good only in Canada. If 
tie wider citizenship is desired and 
the rights of a Britsh subject secur- 
ed in all countries, the five year quali- 
fication is essential. In each case 
an adequate knowledge of English or 
French is called for. 

There igs a mistaken impression 
that under the new act the state de- 
partment here grants naturalization. 
The procedure heretofore has been 
that the courts granted the certifi- 
eates. This is to be changed. The ap- 


| 


ficate will be issued by the depart- 
ment after it is satisfied such issue 
is proper. The courts are the same 
as those which previously have dealt 
with the subject. 

To get naturalized it is necessary 
for the applicant to secure. a form 
from the clerk of the court who will 
endorse upon it the probable date of 
hearing. Copies of this notice must 
then be posted in the post office, 
nearest the residence of the applicant 
and also filed in the court, for a per- 
iod of-three months. The formal peti- 
tion for naturalization is afterwards 
prepared by the clerk, a date set 
for hearing the application and, in 
the absence of any impediments or 
objections, and the production of

French Soldier Describes How it Is 
Done 

A French soldier, describing the dan- 
gers surrounding construction of 
trenches under fire, writes as follows: 

“We have had plenty of work the 
past week,” he said, “to gain a mere 
2ev yards on the enemy, We made 
three successive advances in rain, 
wind and hail. We are now only fifty 
yards from the German line, with ‘ts 
pits and network of barbed wire. Our 
advance has cost us dearly; many 
poor comrades fell, dead or wounded, 
on the way. 

“This is how we hy to work, pre- 
ferably when the night promises to be 
dark or rainy. Artillery prepares the 
way in the afternoon, by a fierce bom- 
bardment. As’ 6001. as night falls’ we 
move to.the fronf line, and when the 
enemy’s rifle and machine gun fire 
quiets, we take rifle in one hand, a 
shovel or pick in the other, and move 
over the flat ground, crawling along 
on our stomachs. At the command 
‘halt,’ without rising and with out 
knapsacks as a protection against the 
whistling bullets, we dig desperately. 
It is remarkable how quickly a hole 
may be dug when the bullets are kick- 
ing up the loose earth above your 
heads; many a poor chap drops before 
this is done. One comrade fell over 
me with a bullet through the eye. 
Next day the body, rolled in a muddy 
tent cloth and strapped to a pole, was 
borne by two friends into the neigh- 
boring village.

Bath Trains Provide For Comfort of 


Russian Soldiers 


H. Hamilton Fyfe, the Daily Mail's 
correspondent at Petrograd, sends the 
following:

At the end of 
those five days I waillowed in hot 
water for an hour, Imagin. what it 
means to these Russian soldiers, who 
have gone without a bath for months, 
to have brought to them in the field 
a bathing establishmen fitted with 
every convenience. That is what this 
Jong train of twenty light green vans 
js—a bath train. 

It surprises you perhaps that Rus- 
sian peasant soldiers should want 
baths. You have never been in a 
Russian village, then? Never seen 
little wooaen houses steaming (just 
as the train steams) on Saturday af- 
ternoons? Never been taken in to 
see the villagers, men and women .o- 
gether, stark naked and thinking no 


harm, enjoying their weekly vapor 
bath? Upon great stones, heated till 
they glow, wacer is thrown. The 


steam fills the little wooden house. It 
opens all the pores of the skin. The 
damp heat will make your head or 
my head feel like bursting. We are 
not used to it as the peasants are. 
This is the chief enjoyment of their 
lives. 

They beat one another with hand- 
fuls of twigs. They jump and_ roll 
About in an- ecstasy of pleasure. 
Sometimes, it is said, they rur out and 
throw themselves into the snow s0 
as to put a keener edge'to their pleas- 
ure when they dash back 
steam. Ther soap themselves. and 
scrub themselves until they have 
scoured every particle of dirt out of 
their skins, And then too often they 
spoil the effect by putting on the 
sone dirty clothes which they took 
" .

Germans Stole All Belgium Cattle 
and Ruined Crops 


Reports received from Louvain, 
Liege and Namur say that the con: 
ditions in those cities are if pos- 
sible worse than they are in Brus- 
sels. Louvain had then ouly a four 
days’ supply of flour, while Liege 
had no flour at all. The peasants in 
many districts have been forced to 
exist on legumes, as the crops of 
beets and cabbages have been ruia- 
ed, The meat and milk supplies have 
aiso been cut off, the army having 
t.ken the cattle, 

“It is declared to be absolutely es- 
sentinel that food be obtained from 
abroad. 

Nearly half of those people who 
have been able to remain in Belgium 
are wandering helplessly from town 
to town, seeking shelter with friends 
and relatives, Malines, which form- 
erly had 60,000 inhabitants, has but 
few undamaged houses standing. A 
similar situation exists at Namur 
and Louvain, 

The road from Antwerp to Brus- 
sels is black with processions of peo- 
ple moving in either direction. Wag: 
gons and carts are filled with the 
wreckage of their household effects. 
Thousands on foot are carrying 
bundles or pushing dogcarts, always 
moving, but with no definite destin- 
ation.

“In 1870 France was overthrown 
and suffered by far the most damaging 
and disastrous defeat she had suffer- 
ed since the days of Joan of Arc—bde- 
cause she was not prepared. In the 
present war she hag suffcred terribly, 
but she is beyond all comparison bet- 
ter off than she was in 1870, because 
she has béen prepared. Poor Belgium, 
in spite of being prepared, was almost 
cestroyed, because great neutral na- 
tions—the United States being the 
chief offender—have not yet reached 
the standard of international morality 
and of willingness to fight for right- 
eousness which must be attained be- 
fore they can guarantee small, well- 
behaved, Civilized nations against 
cruel disaster. England, becatise she 
was prepared as tar as her navy is 
concerned, has been able to avoid Bel- 
gium’s fate; and, on the other hand, if 
she had been as preparei with her 
army as France, she would probably 
have been able to avert the war, and 
if this could not have been done, 
wouid at any rate have been able to 
save both Erance and Belgium from 
invasion. * * * 

“We must also remember, however, 
that the mischievous folly of the men 
whose counsels tend to inefficiency 
and impotence is not worse than the 
baseness of the men who in a spirit 
of mean and cringing admiraton of 
brute force gloss over, or justify, or 
even defy, the exhibition of unscrupu- 
lous strength. Our people reed to 
pay homage to the great efficiency 
and the intense patriotism of Germany, 
But they need no less fully to realize 
that this patriotism has at times been 
accompanied by callous indifference to 
the rights of weaker nations, and that 
this inefficiency has at times been ex- 
ercised in a way that represents a 
genuine setback to humanity and civ- 
\lization. Germany’s conduct toward 
Cade m can be justified only in ac- 
‘cordance with a theory which will also 
justify Napoleon’s conduct toward 
Spain and his treatment of Prussia 
and of all Germany during the six 
years succeeding Jena. * * * 

“When the president appoints a Day 
of Prayer for Peace, without emphatic- 
ally makirz it-evident that the prayer 
should be for the redress of the wrongs 
Without which.peace would be harm- 
ful, he forfeits all right to be treated 
as serving righteousness, When Mr. 
Bryan concludes absurd ‘all-inclusive 
arbitration treaties and is loquacious 
to peace societies about the abolition 
of war, without darin, to_ protest 
against the hideous wrongs dene Bel- 
gium, he feebly serves unrighteous- 
aess. More comic manifestations, of 
course entirely useless. but probabiy 
too fatuous to be really mischievous, 
are those which find expression in the 
circulation of peace postage-stamps

“International peace will vnly come 
when the nations of the world form 
some kind of league which provides 
for an interna‘iona] tribunal to decide 
on internatioial matters, which de- 
crees that treaties and international 
agreements are never to be entered 
into recklessly and foolishly, and when 
once entered into are to be observed 
with entire good faith, and which puis 
the collective force of civilization ‘e: 
hind such treaties and agreements and 
court decisions and against any wrong 
doing of recalcitrant nation. ihe all- 
inclusive arbitration treaties negott- 
ated by the present administration 
amount to almost nothing, but are 
slightly michievous because— 

1. There is no provision for their 
enforcement, and— 

2. They would be in some cases not 
only impossible but improper to en- 
force. 

“A treaty is a promise. It is like a 
promise to pay in the commercial 
world. Its value lies in. the means 
provided for redeeming the promise. 
To make it, and not redeem it, <s 
vicious.”

Ready for the Germans 


England’s Home Defence Now More 
Than a Million 


England’s home defence army has 
grown to a membership of more than 
a million, and apparently the number 
will be quadrupled before spring. 

Oécurrences like the German naval 
raid on the Hartlepools and Scar- 
borough in mid-December sent hun- 
dreds of men, old and young alike, 
hurrying to take their places in this 
civil guard, which will have an im- 
portant work to do if invasion ever 
becomes a reality. 

Drilling is carried’ on generally 
three or four evenings a week in 
parks, squares and school yards all 
ngland. 

The force is to be equipped as soon 
as possible with grey green uniforms. 
It is already officered and equippea 
with engineer, ambulance, transport, 
signal, bicycle and motor cycle sec- 
tions. d 

Should an invasion be attempted 
the home defence army wiil see that 
the population of the threatened 
towns is taken safely away. Arrange- 
ments for such an exodus have al- 
ready been tentatively made in most 
parts of the kingdom. 

It a German force actually managed 
to land and advanced toward one of 
these towns, they would find the town 
deserted and all ihe food stocks re- 
moved. That would be the work or 
the civil guard. 

Even if no invasion comes this well 
nigh universal military training . is 
bound to have a great effect on the 
nation. The physical effects of the 
methodical out door exercise are al- 
ready apparent to the men them- 
selves.

ed notice. He hus succeeded, no 
doubt, in endearing himself to his 


soldiers and gailor; to some extent. 

It is to the Kaiser that the sold- 
fers owe their waterproof fireproof 
field tent. He it was who first adopt- 
ec the smokeless powder, who intro- 
duced turrets on wheels-to -serve as 
movable redoubts, who suggested wire 
fences to impede the enemy’s charge, 
and who promoted the use of war 
dogs. It is to his final consent, too, 
that the soldiers owe the infantry’s 
reduction of obligatory military ser- 
vice, from three to two years. The 
gencral staff is only responsible to 
him. 


Until the outbreak of war last Aug- 
ust the German army system was 
the cheapest in Europe. A_ second 
lieutenant was paid only $20 a month 
for instance. The entire cost of a sold- 
ier in the ranks, pay, clothing and 
equipment was only $17.30 a month. 

A private is: paid 9 cents a day, 
and of thts he must pay 2% cents 
for dinner; if he appears to be 
spending the remainder too freely the 
inspector, who has a rign: to make 
examinations, may not only repri- 
mand but punish him, 

This is the Kaiser's doctrine. But 
he hag brought about many military 
reforms, and has reduced the ill- 
treatment of the German soldier by 
his officers. He has loved his army 
for reasois of his own; and his army 
hag not yet ‘ost all sense of devotion 
to him. 

. The navy has been th? personal 
dream of the Emperor for more than 
a quarter of a century. He has 
forced the expansion of th) navy in 
the face of stubborn opposition. At 
the present moment it is lurgely the 
navy that has brought a united Ger- 
many into war, ch contingents of 
the government having joined in 

‘ging the enlargement of the sea 
force. 

The govern:ng power of the kaiser 
ig very nearly absolute. He has 
stood for feudalism in Germany, the 
autocracy of the old system. He 
has beeu opposed by social demo- 
cracy, radicalism, progressivism and 
dissension in the Reichstag. But 
the Reichstag has little actual power 
save in voting supplies. ‘ 

The Bundesrat ig the most power- 
ful. upper chamber in the world. As 
King of Prussia the Kaiser controls 
the seventeen Prussian votes in ta 
Bundesrat, and im case of a tie the 
Prussian vote = decisive. The 
chancellor of the empire, too, is the 
kaiser’s personal representative; he 
is appointed by the emperor, and ia 
responsible tu him alone. «he nation 
is, in fact, governed by anl for the 
Crown. It represents, absolute mon- 
arehy if effect, if not in name,

Frantic Hatred instilled Into Kaiser's 
Soldiers 

German hatred of Greft Britain and 
all things Bnglish is very real. Mucao 
has been written of it, so much in 
fact that many pecple are inclined to 
think that it 1s exaggeratca. Yet the 
fact remains that the Prussian has 
evidently peci taught to believe that 
the Englishman is his swo'nm enemy, 
even in times of peace; he has bees 
taught to believe that the Englishmua 
is little bettor than a beast. 

There was a startling and horrible 
example of this hatred in one of the 
French hospitals. A woundod German 
soldier was brought in, in am uncon- 
scious condition. He was treaced ‘nm 
exactly tha same manner and with il 
the care that is given to the British 
wounded. In a few days he grew ber 
ter, but remained sullen and uncom- 
municative, Even when thse doctora 
would approach him his eyes woud 
light with a gleam of intense hate. But 
it was not thought that he would grow 
violent, and no precautions were 
taken to place a guard ove~ him or 
,watch him in any way. 

Then one day a nursing sister was 
changing the dressings on his wound 
and endeavoring to make him com- 
fortable, when he suddenly plunged a 
knife into her back.

From such information as J have 
been able to gain from men Teturn- 
ing to the base from the a line 
the Kaiser's troops are not doing so 
much pillaging or causing such wan- 
ton destruction of property as char- 
ecterized their p: :sage through Bel- 
gium in the early days of the war. 
Officers state that the German army 
is the most thoroughly organized :hey 
have ever seen. They refer to it as 
remarkable, and pay tribute to the 
bravery of the Prussian troops. All 
t.ose whom I interviewed, however, 
agreed that the Germans were utler- 
ly unable to stand up befor2 a bayouast 
cnarge. They hold in the trenerics 
and under heavy artillery fire, but 
when they see the glint of bare steel 
they break and run in almost every 
instance. This is borne out by the 
fact that in all the hospitals in Bou- 
logne there is but one English soldier 
with a bayonet wound at the present 
time. 

During the eariy days of the war, 
however, I am told by men who have

4,000 Languages Spoken 


Of Dialects, There is no Counting 


Their N. ber 

How many men, if asked how maay 
languages there were in the world, 
could give anything like an accurate 
answer? inguires Londou Answers. 
The average man’s knowledge or abil- 
ity to speak languages rarely exceeds 
two besides his native tongue, yet we 
find that the Emperor Francis Joseph, 
when visiting a Red Cross hospital 
recently spoke with the patients in 
their own language, which shows the 
aged emperor to be master of six. 

It may appear strange, but it is 
nevertheless true, that there are more 
than 4,000 languages spoken by man- 
kind, while the number of dialecis .x- 
weeds this. There are more than six- 
ty vocabularies in Brazil, and in Mex- 
ico the Nahua is broken up initio sume 
700 dialects. There are hundreds in 
Borneo, while in Australia there is no 
classfying the complexities. Let us as- 
sume that fifty dialects, on an aver ige, 
belong to each language, and we have 
the colossal total of 250,000 linguistic 
abilities. 

A century hence the probability is 
that there will only be four languages 
of importance in the world, Central 
Europe may produce a newer and 
more straightforward German lang- 
uage, imperial English may reign 
alone over the North American con- 
tinent, while :. more businesslike Span- 
ish will be used in South American’ 
States. While Russia may take on 
some rich Slavonic dialect, wuich will 
blond the races of Kastern Murope and 
Central Asia into a harmon! us federa- 
tion. So that in future these four lan- 
guages will enter into what may be @ 
never ending competition.

trial bureaus; of farmers’ organiza- 
tions; of municipalities; of labor or- 
ganizations; of corporations; and. of 
all others who properly may engage in 
this work of development of the farm 
landg_in Alberta. 

(b) To. direct the aftention of the 
seyeral governments, and others nien- 
tioned in articley‘‘a” to the need of 
thorough co-operation in the work; to 
the necessity of scientific selection of 
immigrants; to the need of better fac- 
ilities for marketing and transporta- 
tion of farm products. To secure a 
better system of icultural crediis. 
To secure better ~ education of 
young people along agricultural 
lines ‘and the general betterment of 


the farmer’s life, social, educational, : 


and economic.-To pring lands at pres- 
ent unproductive, under ‘cultivation, 
this to have particular reference to 
lands in or near cities and towns. fo 
get distribution of the population of 
Alberta which shall reverse the pre3- 
ent conditions whereby more than fifty 
per cent. of the population is living 
in the cities and less than fifty per 
cent. on the land. We believe the pro- 
portion should be divided on this 
basis: seventy per cent. rural and thir- 
ty per cent. urban., 

And be it further resolved: That the 
committee appointed by this meeting 
shall be constituted a committee to 
wait upon and request the provincial 
gavernment to call a general meeting 
to Giscuss the measures herein set 
forth and to get prompt and effective 
action. And we suggest that this gen- 
eral meeting be held at some central} 
point in Alberta and be made up of 
representatives of the Dominion dad 
provincial governments;~ boards of 
trade, civic governments, industr‘al 
bureaus, railway corporations, farm- 
ers’ associations, labor organizations, 
banking interests, and of such others 
as g may be decided to invite to take 
part, 

A committee was appointed to wait 
upon Premier Sifton and did so on the 
evening of the same day As a result 
of this conference, a conventicr of all 
those interested in this big movement 
for the betterment of agriculture in Al- 
berta will be held at Calgary on Fri- 
day and Saturday, February 5th and 
6th, for the definite launching of the 
project. The provincial governmcnat 
of Alberta Wijjl also publish the pro- 
ceedings of the Edmonton meeting, 
including Mr. Dennis’ address, ina 
pamphlet form. 

The movement is in no sense one 
for promoting private interests but 
rather a great, public spirited pian 
that cannot fail of splendid results for 
the west if carried out along the lines 
laid down, The address of the secre- 
tary is George M. Hall, 509 Civic 
Building, Edmonton.

Malaria, which used to set thous- 
ands of people into periodic shivers 
annually is lessening its hold because 
of preventive sanitary measures. Yet 
with all this: wé live in the midst of 
people. stricken witli tuberculosis, ty- 
phoid fever, scarlet fever, measles and 
whooping cough anc make only feeble 
efforts to drive from our land these 
unnecessary and preventable disord- 
ers. 

Smallpox and yellow fever kill their 
victims so quickly that people have a 
wholesome fear of these scourges. Ty- 
phoid fever and tuberculosis come on 
insidiously and one becomes accus- 
tomed to seeing their victims fighting 
against the invisible enemies and pity 
takes the place of dread. 

One might say of disease what has 
been said of vice, that - 


It is‘a monster of so frightful mien, 

As to be hated, needs but to be seen; 

Yet or too oft, familiar with her 
ace, 

We first endure, then pity, then em- 
brace,” — 


There does seems to be as much 
truth in the last half of the quotation 
ag in the first. 

The time is coming, however, whon 
contagious disease will be a matter 
of history. The greater efforts made 
now the sooner will our country come 
into a heritance of better health and 
consequently increased hap_iness.

Marvels in Mathematics 


Young Hindoos Solve Complex Prob- 
lems Instantly Without Ever Put- 
ting Pencil to Paper 
There “is at the present time study- 
ing at Cambridge one of the most won- 
derful mathematicians the world has} 
ever seen—a young Hindoo, Mr. 3. 
Ramanujan by name-—whose work, al- 
though he is only. twemy-six years of 
age, says London Tit-Bits, has excited 
the admiration of all mathematical ex- 
perts. Perhaps the most extraordin- 
ary thing about’ Ramanujan is that, 
as a mathematician, he is quite un- 

taught, ‘ 

Until a year ago he was a clerk in 
the employment of the Port Trust of 
Madras. 

But in spite of this, he has,*to quote 
Mr. Hardy, Fellow of Trinity, who has 
taken a greaT interest in Ramanujan, 
“discovered for himself a great num- 
ber of things which the leading mathe- 
maticians of the last hundred years 
had added to the knowledge of school 
men, although he was quite ignorant 
of their work and accomplishments, 
Indeed, his mathematical egneation is , 
rather a-mystery, and the first I knew | 
of him was about fifteen months ago 
when he wrote to me explaining who- 
ne was, and sent a large number of re- 
markable mathemathical theorems 
which he haus, proved,” 

This is the second mathematical | 
genius produced by India in the lasi! 
thrde years. At the end of 1912 the! 
mieppbers! of the Royal Asiatic Society 
held a specially convened meeting at 
Colombo, when they were astonished 
by the arithmetical powers cf a Tamil 
boy, Arumogan, A complicated series 
of sums had been prepared to test the 
boy’s powers, each of which he ans- | 
wered within a few seconds. Ong 
sum was: “A chetty gave as a treat 
to 173-persons a bushel.of rice each, 
Bach bushel contained 8,531,272 
grains, and jhe chetty stipulated ‘that 
seventeen per cent. should be given to 
the temple... How many grains did the 
temple get? Within three seconds 
came the answer (which had to be 
translaied) 10,913,709, with, fifty-two 
as the fraction over.
